shall be the rules of the 


convention so far as they are ap 
plicable and not inconsistent with the 
following roles. 


Kule 3. When the previous ^11 estiou 


shall be demanded by a majority of the 
delegates from any state and the de- 
mand seconded by two or more states 
and the call sustained by a taajority of 
the convention the question shall then 
be proceeded with and disposed of ac- 
cording to the rules of the house of 
representatives in similar cases. 


Rule 4. It will all be in order to 


lay on the table a proposed amendment 
to the pending measure, and such 
amendment, if adopted, shall not cany 
with it nor prejudice such a measure. 


Rule 5. Upon all subjects before the 


convention the states shall be called in 
alphabetical order and next the terri- 
tories, Alaska and the District of Col- 
umbia-! 


Rule 0. The report of the commit- 


tee on credentials shall be disposed of 
before the report .of the committee on 
resolutions is acted upon, and the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions 
shall be disposed of . before the conven- 
tion proceeds with the nomination of 
the candidates for President and. vice- 
President, 


Rule 7. 
When, a majority of the 


delegates of any two states, shall de- 
mand that a vote be recorded, the same 
shall be taken by states, territories 
and the District of Columbia, 
the 


secretary calling the roll of the states, 
territories, Alaska and the District of 
Columbia in the order heretofore stated. 


Rule 8. In'making the nominations 


for President and vice-President, in no 
case shall the roll be dispensed with, 
ft here it appears at the close of any 
roll call that any candidate has re- 
ceived a majority of all the votes to 
which the convention is entitled, the 
President of the convention shall an- 
nounce the question to be, "Shajl the 
nomination of the candidate be made 
unanimous?" 


But if no candidate shall have re- 


ceived such majority the chair shall di- 
rect the vote to be taken again which 
shall be repeated until some candidate 
shall have received such majority of 
the vpte, and when any state has an 
nounced its vote, the vote shall so 
stand unless in the case of a numerical 
error.

Rule 9. In the recording of votes 


by states the votes of each state, terri- 
tory and the District of Columbia shall 
be announced to the chairman; and in 
case the vote of any state, territory or 
the District of Columbia shall 
be 


divided-the chair shall announce the 
number of votes cast for any candidate, 
or for or against any proposition; but 
if exception is taken by any delegate to 
the correctness of such announcement 
by the chairman of his delegation, the 
president of the convention shall direct 
the roll of members of such delegation 
to be called, and the result shall be re- 
corded in accordance with the votes 
individually given.

" Scheme to lower wages. Scheme 


to reduce tho pay of laborers withon 
strikes or lock-outs. 
Depreciate the 


money with which they are paid, and 
tho rosxilt is obtained.'' 


How any intelligent being can expoc 


such an absurd declaration to gain 
credence for a moment, is incompre 
heusible. In tho first place, if it de 
prociatos tho currency, that is, do 
creases its purchasing power, it wil 
simply give him more dollars for hi: 
day's work, and tho larmer or producer 
more dollars for his produce. Neither 
will bo winner or looser by the opera 
tioti. Neither would tho laborer nor 
producer bo winner or loser, if the gold 
standard was adopted, so far as their 
relation to each othor is concerned; for 
if tho pvirchnsiug power of money is 
doubled, as it would bo under the sin 
Igo gold standard, tho volume would 
be decreased by ouo-half, arid if the 
laborer only got one dollar per day i 
would buy as much of tho necessities 
of life as the two dollars did before. 
It is only when it comes to dealings 
between tho debtor and creditor class 
that tho hardship comes in and lays its 
heavy hand upon the debtor. Mr. A. 
borrowed $1,000 from Mr. B. anc 
bought, a farm with it. 
Ho has noi 


had time to pay for it, when the gold 
standard is adopted. Tho value of the 
money is doubled, and it takes twice 
as much land, twice as many horses, 
cattle or sheop, or twice as many bush- 
ols of grain to pay tho interest on that 
debt as it did before. Ko can notjraako 
tho interest and live, ' much less raise 
the principle, and when tho farm is 
sold, ho finds it is only worth $500, 
and ho is compelled to sacrifice every- 
thing ho has to meet tho other $500. 
Mr. B. in the meantime, can buy two 
such farms with tho §1,000. Mr. A. is 
$500 poorer, and Mr. B. is $500 richer, 
and it was all douo by tho trie]; of tho 
monometalists. But if this plain state- 
ment of facts is not sufficiently con- 
vincing, tho fact that tho millionaires, 
bond-holders, capitalists and trust-pro- 
tected manufacturers oppose free silver 
should convince any one that tho above 
quotation from the Greenup Gazette 
is false. 
If tho free coinage of silver 


would reduce the wages of laboring 
men, 
why should tho employers of la- 


bor object to it? It would be money in 
their pockets. 


There is one othor tiling that it is 


safe to roly upon and bo governed by, 
and that is this: Whenever you see the 
bond-holders, capitalists, monopolists 
and trust-protected manufacturing con- 
cerns favoring a thing, it is safe for 
tho toiling masses to oppose it. They 
are in politics for revenue only, and 
when they reach out toward you with 
any such a scheme as tho single gold 
standard, with its speculative proper- 
ties, keep your hand on your pocket- 
book and your ovo on tho gun.

Green Currant Pies.—Pick the cur- 


rants from the^tem and stew them-for 
five minutes' in barely enough water to 
cover them; then sweeten them to taste 
and pour"whi}e,hot into the crust, place 
on the top crust and bake until brown. 


Kipe Currant Pies.—If very ripe, a lit- 


tle corostarcb. must be added to the 
sugar with which the currants are 
sweetened, to absorb the juice. The 
best pics are made with partly ripe curr 
rants. Bake with an upper and under 
crust like the green currants. 


Cream Gruel.—Mix three tablespoon- 


fuls of .Indian meal with sufficient cold 
water to make a smooth paste. Add 
by degrees1 one pint of boiling ,water. 
Let boil ten minutes and salt to taste. 
At the last moment add a g-enerous 
tablespoonful of cream, which must Ke 
hot, but net TwsUirig. 


Currant Pickles.—Boil two pounds of 


sugar in a pint of vinegar, add nutmeg 
and cinnamon to taste, and half & cup of 
good raisins. When thoroughly, boiled 
skim out the spices and raisins, put in 
the currants, and let them boil two min- 
utes, then skim them-out'carefully and 
put them into the jar where they are to 
remain. 
Boil the sirup ten minutes 


longer, and pour it over the fruit. Cover 
closely and set away in a cold, dry place. 
—Boston Herald.

There was a terrific -wind and hail 


storm yesterday aftexnoon in the vicin- 
ity of Davis Station. The wind was 
very high and very large hail stones 
f ell f or some time. The ground was 
completely covered:with the hail. The 
crops suffered a great deal, the wheat 
being beaten down and the blades cut 
from the corn. 
Some gentlemen from 


the neighborhood said that the bulk of 
the wheat would not -.be" worth thresh- 
ing now. The damage "extended over a 
considerable section. 


A force of men were working in the 


field at Theodore] Appel's farm when 
the storm came .up. Their teams be-. 
came frightened at the hail and broke 
away from them. They ran all over 
the fields, dragging farm machinery 
after them and trampling down wheat 
and corn. No one was hurt, however. 


George Bauer, the grocery man at 


the corner of Ninth and North Waller 
streets, waa in the vicinity of Davis 
Station during the storm. 
He says_the 


hail was the heaviest and 'biggest he 
ever saw or heard of and covered tEe 
ground to the depth of several inches. 
It seemed to run in streaks, four or five 
feet wide, and came down with great 
force. It was heaviest between Marsh's 
farm and the Five Mile church, and 
wheat and corn in this section was 
totally ruined. 


Mr. Bauer had some baskets with 


bim. He field one of them, a half 
bushel basket, with large hail stones 
and brought them to the city with him 
and exhibited them in his store win- 
dow. The stones had not melted much 
when he closed his store Llast night at 
nine o'clock. 


The lightning also did considerable 


damage. Several trees were struck and 
split all to^pieces. Mr. Bauer saw one 
tree which was smoking at the top but. 
was otherwise apparently uninjured. 


The rain was very heavy, and a con- 


siderable section of the bed of the N. & 
W. tracks, this side of Davis Station, 
was washed .away. Mr. Bauer discov- 
ered this and waited in the neighbor- 
aood to flag the northbound N. & W. 
;rain, which was due in a few minutes. 
But for him there might have been a 
disastrous wreck.
